Erratic 
Hurricane 
Gladys at 85 MPH with gales whipping 
pounded a 1.000-mile stretch of 
the Atlantic coastline today with 
heavy seas and gales as autumn 
made a blustery debut. 


Lower Bucks County prepared 
for high winds and rain expect­ 
ed 
tomorrow 
as? 
precautions 
were urged as far north as 
Long Island for the storm. 


Gladys, the season’s fourth 
hurricane was moving on a slow 
northwesterly course and was 
located at noon about 210 miles 
east of Cape Hatteras, N. C. 
Highest winds were estimated 


the ocean 
and coastline 400 
miles to the north and 250 miles 
to the south. 
Hundreds were isolated on 
North Carolina’s famed outer 
banks as boiling surf, winds and 
tide battered the protective sand 
barriers, isolating about 2,500 
residents of Buxton, Hatteras 
and Ocracoke. Roads wrere im­ 
passable. 
Water up to two feet washed 
through the streets of Hatteras. 
Manteo, N. C., was buffeted by 
wind gusts up to 65 MPH and

The report dis­ 
cussed all events surrounding 
the assassination and the subse­ 
quent killing of Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald, the alleged assassin by
